The, U. S. Engineers have an- 
tiounced that sealed bids will be 
received at Jacksonville June it 


for the widening and deepening 
of St. Lucie Canal 
Funds made available for the 


job amount to $1,028,000. 

As detailed in specifications, 
bids will be made in three classi- 
fications: (1) on the basis of pro- 
viding a channel bottom with a 
width of 150 feet, entailing the re- 
moval of 3,540,000 cubic yards; (2) 
a bottom width-of 140 feet, 2,900,- 
000 cubic yards; (3) a bottom 
width of 130 feet, 2,450,000 cubi- 
yards. Each project would include 
removal of the old St. Lucie Lock 
No. 1 at Port Mayaca and the 
south abutment of the “stop log” 
dam at Port Mayaca. 

The contractor will be required 
to work at the rate of not less than 
400,000 cubic yards a month, 
which ' means the Government 
figures it wil take about nine 
months to do the job, if the major 
project is accepted.

Fuller Warren To 
Be Next Governor 


Fuller Warren, former plow-bov 
from Florida's Panhandle, rode, jn- 


to the governorship Wednesday on 
a margin of more than 21,009 
votes. 


As up-State returns came in 
from Tuesday's Democratic sec- 
ond primary, he pulled away from 
Dan McCarty, Ft. Pierce citrus 
grower, who. had piled up a size- 
able lead in the early counting. 
It was one of the hardest-fought 
‘3 history with & 
g total of over 572,- 
009 ballots deciding the issue. It 
topped the previous record of 564,- 
880 votes in the May 4 primary. 

Warren, 43-year-old attorney 
now practicing in Jacksonville, 
will take office early in January. 

With all but six of the State's 
1,523 precincts heard from, War- 
ren had 296,967 votes to 275,833 
for his 36-year-old opponent. 

McCarty conceded ‘defeat at mid- 
morning and shortly after noon 
Warren said: 

"I rededicate myself to four 
years of consecrated service to 
the State and I re-affirm my plat- 
form." E 
Warren, who was eliminated in 
the first primary governorship 
race in 1940 when he,ran in the 
same field with Spessard L. Hol- 
land, led the nine-man governor's 
race May 4 with 183,263. Mc- 
Carty was second with 161,778. 

Both have been in politios since 
their twenties; each has served in 
the Legislature; each went to the 
University of Florida and each ia- 
terrupted his career to serve in 
World War 2, Warren in the Navy, 
McCarty in the Army. 

Their platforms varied little 
in major aspects, each favoring 
better schools, more: highway 
safety, better State advertising, 
expanded. help for agriculture 
livestock and industry; good labor- 
management relations; adequate 
flood control; further -develop- 
ment: of parks; full cooperation 
for veterans. :
